EFFECTIVE  JANUARY  1,  1814 


Parcel  Post  Rates  are  based  on  Districts  and  Zones.  The  District  includes 
the  office  where  mailed  and  the  rural  routes  therefrom. 

A rate  of  5 cents  for  the  first  pound  and  j cent  per  pound  for  each  addi- 
tional pound  up  to  50  pounds  (the  district  weight  limit)  is  charged  between 
points  in  districts. 

The  first  zone  covers  a radius  of  50  miles  from  the  point  of  mailing;  the 
rates  are  5c  for  the  first  pound  and  1 cent  for  each  additional  pound,  up  to 
the  limit  of  50  pounds. 

The  second  zone  covers  a radius  of  150  miles  and  the  rate  is  5c  for  the 
first  pound  and  1 cent  for  each  additional  pound;  weight  limit  of  50  pounds. 

A weight  limit  of  20  pounds  applies  to  the  3rd,  4th,  5th,  6th,  7th  and  8th 
zones. 

Zone  rates  increase  with  the  distance — see  table.
